Output this week is holding at about the same 
Holds rate as the week ending Apr. 18 with the 
Firm total at approximately 115,737 units. The 


week ending Apr. 18 was estimated at 
117,605 units. Some plants are operating at lower sched- 
ules while others are continuing at peak, with the total 
output for the current month estimated at 490,000 units. 
Dealer stocks are reported as generally satisfactory with 
shortages in certain models. The demand is continuing 
unabated with the outlook for May most encouraging.

Payrolls ment of Labor reflect the sharp upturn in 
Up 12.2% in production since the first of March. Pay- 
March rolls in 99 automotive plants during March 


increased 12.2 per cent, reaching a total 
for the month of $7,675,468. The actual number of em- 
ployes, however, dropped 9 per cent from the February 
level, with the total number of men employed during 
March being placed at 264,886. Iron and steel plants in 
Michigan also showed an increase in the number of em- 
ployes to 9,175 or a gain of 18.5 per cent. Payrolls in 
these industries during the month climbed to $285,774 
or 25.9 per cent over the average for February. These 
figures indicate a considerably better earnings per man 
during the month with a greater number of men em- 
ployed. Taken as a whole, the 898 industrial plants 
reporting their employment figures showed an aggregate 
decline in employment of 5 per cent in spite of the-in 
crease in payrolls.

Reports on new passenger car registra- 


March tions during March, now available from 
Sales 30 states, show a total of 132,188 units as 
295,000 against 118,550 in the same states a year 


ago. In the tabulation last year these 
states accounted for approximately 45 per cent of the 
month’s total. If the same ratio holds true this year, 
the March final report should show approximately 295,000 
units, which is 10,000 below the estimate of 305,000 units, 
based on reports from 15 states which was made in Auto- 
motive Daily News last week. Figures for the first two 
months of this year, combined with the reports from 30 
states for March, show a total of 524,638 units as against 
425,800 units in corresponding reports last year. It is in- 
teresting to note that Chevrolet accounted for approxi- 
mately 75 per cent, or 74,952 units, of the total gain by 
the industry of 98,838 units.

parts and equipment industry for the four-week period 
ending in February by Automotive Parts & Equipment 
Manufacturers discloses the fact that 21 states reported 
134,863 employes engaged in this industry during that 
period. Michigan accounted for 58,675 employes and the 
next highest ranking states were Ohio with 23,448, Indiana 
with 19,113; Wisconsin with 11,673, Illinois with 8,259 and 
New York with 7,264. Despite the concentration of near- 
ly three-quarters of the automobile industry in Michigan, 
well over half of the parts manufacturing industry is 
seattered throughout the United States. Other states 
having parts and equipment manufacturing plants are 
California, Washington, Minnesota, Missouri, Iowa, 
Texas, Georgia, Kansas, Kentucky, Nebraska, Virginia, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts. The total payroll for the 330 plants used in this 
analysis amounted to $12,565,000 for the four-week period, 
of which $7,250,000 was distributed among the 20 states 
outside Michigan.

Stock of new cars in dealers’ hands are 

Car generally set at between four and five 
Stocks weeks’ supply at the current sales rates. 
Satisfactory Used cars stock position has shown some 
improvement but still lean to the heavy 

side. Market students place the current inventories at 
about six to seven weeks’ supply at the current rate al- 
though many companies, taken individually, are in much 
better position. A report from the Dallas Automotive 
Trades Assn., Dallas, Tex., gives an inkling as to used 
car experience during March. Eighteen firms reporting 
to this central bureau showed that stocks on hand as of 
Mar. 1, were 1,142 units with an average inventory value 
of $271. During the month, these dealers sold 1,555 cars 
at an average selling price of $230, representing an aver- 
age loss per car of $70. The average selling price of 
$230 in March compared with $237 in February. At the 
end of the month, however, inventories had increased 
from a total of 1,142 at the beginning of the month to 
1,192 units. The average value of cars in inventory at 
the beginning of April was placed at $261.
